More for 
Lake Simcoe 

It was big news for the municipalities 
within the Lake Simcoe watershed, and 
for the environmental organizations, 
citizens’ groups and community-based 
initiatives that have been working to 
improve the health of the lake. 

On January 7, MP for York-Simcoe, 
the Hon. Peter Van Loan, made 
an announcement on behalf of 
Environment Minister Peter Kent: 

The Lake Simcoe Clean-Up Fund, 
which had wrapped up after 5 years of 
funding partnerships and remediation 
projects around Lake Simcoe, will be 
extended for another 5 years. 

Over the past 5 years, die Clean-Up 
Fund has provided $30 million in 
support to a total of 160 projects - a 
federal initiative that, said MP for 
Simcoe North Bruce Stanton, “has 
had a tremendous effect,” helping to 
“keep Lake Simcoe clean... and ensure 
that this area continues with a healthy 
environment, and a strong economy.” 

Projects have included phosphorus 
reduction, restoration of fish habitat, 
and shoreline restoration. 

The extension of the Clean-Up fund 
will result in "a decade of decisive 
action for the health of Lake Simcoe, 
led by people who care,” said MP 
Van Loan, tracing the history of the 
development of the stand-alone fund. 

It was initially a 2-year commitment, 
Van Loan said - extended to 5 years, 
to develop hands-on projects and 
partnerships with organizations that 
include the Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority. 

"We’ve seen real changes happen," 
Van Loan said. “The lake’s health is 
getting better and better.”

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Bradford will lose its Tiger 


Despite an outpouring of support 
for the Bradford Giant Tiger from 
local residents, including a plea from 
the Mayor and members of Council, 
the decision has been made: 

Bradford’s Giant Tiger, located at 
182 Holland St West, will be closing 

Residents sent emails and signed 
petitions, pleading with Giant Tiger’s 
head office to delay the planned 
closure of the store. Mayor Doug 
White and Councillor James Leduc 
also met with top brass, to plead the 
case for staying open. The campaign 
was successful; instead of closing on 
September 28, as initially planned, 
the store reopened on the 29th to 
fanfare and whoopla, and a promise 
to remain open at least until the 
end of January, to give shoppers the 
opportunity to bring sales back to 
pre-2008 levels. 

“We worked with the Town and 
decided to wait until the New Year, 
giving residents an opportunity to 
rediscover Giant Tiger and show 


their support,” said Greg Farrell, 
President and COO of Giant Tiger 
Stores Ltd. "Unfortunately, despite 
the very vocal support, we did not 
see much of an improvement in 
buying patterns or customer counts.” 

The Bradford store initially opened 
in 2005, offering every-day low 
prices, and strong service. The store 
has also played an active role in the 
community, supporting fundraising 
efforts, and providing donations 
to organizations that include the 
Helping Hand Food Bank, BWG 
Santa Claus Parade, and Scouting. As 
recendy as December 31, the Giant 
Tiger mascot was part of the Town's 
First Night celebrations. 

The Bradford store also employs 
about 30 local residents. 

“I would like to extend my sincere 
gratitude to our customers for then- 
loyal support over the years,” said 
Store Manager Chris Cavicchia. 
“Many heartfelt thanks also to my 
team for all of their hard work and 
dedication.” 

Giant Tiger has indicated that staff 


can apply for employment at other 
Giant Tiger store locations - which 
include Newmarket and Alliston. 

Fraud charges 

In July of 2011, South Simcoe Police 
received information regarding an 
incident involving a local business, 
where a large sum of money was 
invested in a mortgage. 

The Criminal Investigation Bureau 
was assigned to the case, and began 
an investigation - which revealed that 
the victim was misled as to where 
his funds were being directed. There 
were also allegations that values and 
amounts were misrepresented, in 
relation to the mortgage. 

The investment has never been 
repaid, and the business has since 
closed. As a result, a 50 year old 
Bradford male was arrested and 
charged on January 7 with Fraud over 
$5000 and Criminal Breach of Trust 
contrary to the Criminal Code of 
Canada. He was released with a court 
date in February.

“Those 
are things that would not have 
happened without the Lake Simcoe 
Clean-Up Fund... There has been a 
dramatic turnaround in direction and 
momentum.” 

The initiative is also being extended, 
with potential funding for projects 
in the South-east Georgian Bay 
area, since “Lake Simcoe drains into 
Georgian Bay.” The new opportunity 
for downstream funding, the MP said, 
recognizes the “broader footprint of
